The scheme was ef- 
leclive last midnight. 


Dalton said the move stemmed 


from Washington talks on revision 
of terms of the $3,750,000,000 this 
week because of heavy British with- 
drawals.

ported that Britain had applied to 
withdraw another $450,000,1)00. This 
would leave a balance of only $308,-

-and-potato fare immediately. 


Authorities hoped that the bread

London, Aug. 22 — (UP) —Food 


Minister Jphn.Strachey came back 
from a crisis-shortened holiday to- 
day to draw up a list of deeper 
cuts into the dull and skimpy Brit- 
ish rations, hoping to pare $48,000,- 
000 worth of foodstuffs a month 
from the nation's diet. 
The new ration program will be 


presented to Prime Minister Clem- 
ent Attlee's harassed cabinet at 
a meeting provisionally 
set 
for 


Monday. 


The only dim ray of hope in the 
cloud over the British dining table 
was that the basic edibles would 
not be cut further. Arthur Moyle, 
Attlee's parliamentary private sec- 
retary, indicated that the winter's 
rations would not affect the bread 
-and-potato fare immediately. 


Authorities hoped that the bread 


ralion of about five pounds per per- 
son per week and the 22 cents 
worth of meat a person could be 
maintained for the time being. 


British food 
officials 
in 
the 


United States were instructed to 
keep on buying wheat— and wheat 
only—for dollars. The meat ration 
was believed safe for six months. 
After that it would depend on Ar- 
gentina's attitude toward sterling 
purchases and the ability of the 
commonwealth to produce more 
for the 'homeland.

year, 
with consequently 
higher 


prices. 


4. A price rise in milk, fowl, 


eggs and butter; a minor rise, fig- 
ured in pennies, in packaged corn 
products such as starches, cereals 
and desserts. 


The price of corn today is ad- 


mittedly a 
weather affair. Many 


important leaders in the food field, I 
however, are reluctant to discuss 
costs of meat, hogs, and other 
foods directly dependent on 
the 


corn crop in view of the justice 
Department's investigation— and 
threatened prosecution— .into in- 
creasing prices. 


But some of the leading grain 


and food executives, in exclusive 
statements to NEA Service, went 
on record with their outlook of 
food prices in relation to the corn 
crop and the drought.
